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Housing Board 
Gives Town 
$100,000 Check 

The present Agawam Senior Center was built in 
conjunction with the Agawam Housing Authority's 
third elderly housing development in town, 
Meadowbrook Manor. 

During the planning stages, the Town had agreed to 
fund half of the construction cost of a new Senior 
Center and the State Department of Community Af¬ 
fairs agreed to fund half along with funding complete¬ 
ly the Meadowbrook Manor development. The Town 
appropriated and contributed $150,000 toward the 
building of the center. 

Final development cost of the entire project 
amounted to $1,795,000, $450,000 of which was 
estimated by the architect to have gone for the Senior 
Center portion. 

After much pursuasion and through the help of 
State Representative Edward Connelly, the Agawam 
Housing Authority was able to obtain the release of 
$100,000 remaining after completion of the project to 
the town, rather than to the State. 

The Senior Center is situated in the middle of the 64 
apartments for the elderly which comprise 
Meadowbrook Manor. Eight of these apartments are 
specifically designed for handicapped individuals 
who confined to wheelchairs. 

The Senior Center is for the use of all elderly 
residents of town who are 60 or older. It houses the 
offices of the Housing Authority, the Council on Ag¬ 
ing, a medical suite, sewing ana ceramic rooms, pool 
tables, a library, and a large dining area with kitchen 
facilities. 

Classes are held for auilting, sewing, pottery, oil 
painting, knitting, crocheting, beadwork, dancing, 
needlepoint, and exercising. Also'offered are trips, 
hot meals, meals on wheels, mini-bus transportation, 
flu clinics, blood pressure clinics, foot clinics, social 
services, Bingo, card playing, and Golden Age 
meetings. 

The Agawam HQusing Authority also manages two 
other elderly developments in town along with a 
complex for families of veterans for a total of 200 
apartments. _

School Candidates Discuss Issues

Bernadette Conte felt many students are not proper¬ 
ly prepared after graduation and said, "Colleges are 
getting to the point where only the fortunate few can 
afford them. Vocational education must come to play 
a greater role in the future education of our children." 

Saracino said, if elected, he would seek federal and 
state funds to bolster vocational education, and Mrs. 
Fuller vowed to continue her efforts to seek corporate 
funds for the same." 

An oft-repeated question from the audience con¬ 
cerned declining test results for children in the school 
system. The most frequent response included 
reference to the parental role in children's education; 
however, some candidates presented more detailed 
steps they have taken or will take if elected. 

Mrs. Rosemary Sandlin said she had initiated a 
more demanding English curriculum at the high 
school, and Mrs. Fuller will seek to extend a suc¬ 
cessful Junior High remedial reading program to the 
high school. 

Saracino said he would extend the comprehensive 
tests that now stop in eighth grade into the upper 
grades. He also said he would eliminate the student 
smoking area, which he felt contributed, if only in a 
small part, to drug use. 

DeBonville said the existence of PTO's in each 
school would help and that the committee should 
override those principals currently against their 
establishment. 

Mrs. Dorcas Cirillo felt there would be improved 
communication between the committee and residents 
if the five-day notice to address the board and the 
five-minute speaking time limite were dropped. 

The other two of the nine candidates were unable to 
attend. Present School Committee Chairman Walter 
Balboni, a 16-year veteran of the board, was 
recuperating from eye surgery, and incumbent of 12 
years Roberta Doering had a long-standing commit¬ 
ment to chair a dinner meeting of area school commit¬ 
tee personnel. Prepared statements from both were 


In attendance were incumbents Jessie Fuller and 
Rosemary Sandlin, former committee member 
Donald Charest, Bernadette Conte, Dorcas Cirillo, 
.John DeBonville, Raymond Saracino. 

Candidates each delivered five-minute statements 
then Acepted questions from the audience of 100 
through moderator Mrs. Joanne Brown. 

Foremost in the minds of candidates were the ef¬ 
fects of Proposition 2*72, an issue which Charest used 
as the basis of his candidacy, saying, "At a time when 
we don’t know how to face next year's budget, I offer 
the*committee thirteen years of experience as a school 
business manager." 

Jessie Fuller, vice-chairman of the School Commit¬ 
tee, said the committee was "at the mercy" of Town 
Council and urged the audience of concerned 
residents to think of "what you can do through your 
councilmen to get our budget increased." 

Citing the need for austerity, DeBonville said it was 
necessary for the committee to have its priorities 
based on what would do the greatest good for the 
greatest number and, excluding the newly- 
established program for gifted children, that special 
programs may have to be curtailed. 

Raymond Saracino gave a case in point as he told of 
a concerned mother who called asking why her son 
had to take sewing lessons when he needed help in 
English and math. Saracino concluded, "I want to be 
part of a committee that will lead parents to be proud 
of their children when they graduate."

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Mayor Wins Big In 
Local Poll

The following poll conducted by the Adver¬ 
tiser/News in conjunction with the COLLEGIAN 
COURT in Feeding Hills was run over a 3-week 
period. The basic question asked of only 
Agawam voters was "Are you supporting a 
manager or a mayor form of government for the 
community, and why." The poll was regularly 
checked by the Advertiser News to ensure fairness 
and accuracy. This poll is just that, a poll. A 
wide cross section of community participated in 
the poll, varying in age and years lived here. Six¬ 
ty percent of those polled were men. 

The barber shop is located in Precinct 3. Thirty 
percent of those polled lived in Precinct 3 with 
the remainder scattered throughout the other 
five precincts. We wish to thank Frank Rescigno 
of COLLEGIAN COURT for his participation in 
our poll. 

Frank Rescigno, of 420 Main Street, is a man like 
most - he's concerned about kids, his business, and 
the future of his town. But Frank is unique in that he 
offers those who walk through the doors of his Col¬ 
legian Court both a haircut and a chance to vote on 
what he has dubbed "The Barber Pole." 

The startling result of this poll shows 110, or 81 per¬ 
cent of those polled, supporting the mayoral charter 
which appears on the November 3 municipal ballot. 
Only 25 voters, or 19 percent, supporting the current 
mangererial form of government, adopted in 1971. 

Frank, who has been a barber in Agawam for eigh¬ 
teen years, said he has never seen an issue bring forth 
so much open public response. 

"I never expected this kind of reaction," Frank said 
of the 135 people polled since October 2. "It was 
amazing how vocal some residents actually were 
when they discussed the issue." 

Frank made certain that those polled were Agawam 
residents and that they were familiar with the issue. 
"I wanted everyone to understand what was going on 
so I simply told them that there was a question in the 
town election to maintain the present manager/15- 
member Town Council or to replace it with a mayor 
and a nine-member council at-large." 

Frank said the more he discussed the issue with 
people the found it's not just the manager that 
disturbs them...it’s the council too.

government but cannot because of the present struc¬ 
ture. ' 

As for those who did support the manager, most of 
them, according to Rescigno, blamed the problems in 
town government here on disrupters whose dissent 
hindered the town managers. 

Several of them also were concerned about who in 
Agawam actually would be the mayor, Rescigno said. 

He added, "From my poll, which came from all 
ages and was not exclusively for men since I do have a 
large number of women who come here, I would say 
that the town is moving for a mayor. Maybe that 
won't be the case on November 3 but from what my 
customers tell me, that's what is going to happen. 

"What seemed to bother people most is they can on¬ 
ly vote for five out of fifteen council seats," the beard¬ 
ed barber said. "The indication was that this doesn't 
give any voter much say when the council majority is 
eight." 

According to Rescigno, his customers complained 
that with twelve councilors elected from six 
precincts, he can win big with 800 votes- if his 
neighbors like him he's fairly set.

Precinct 3 candidate Jack Shaughnessy today pro¬ 
mised to bring responsiveness to the residents of his 
precinct and to the community as a whole. 

According to, the recent decision rendered by the 
town's law department to nullify a citizens petition at¬ 
tempting to strike the sewer and water increases 
"was another case where the manager form of 
government is not meeting the needs of many people 
in this community.

Shaughnessy pointed out that the manager govern¬ 
ment found it necessary to spend $5,000 on a consul¬ 
tant's study to verify the water and sewer department 
books to justify the fee increases. ’ 

Said he, "Is the professional government? I cannot 
understand how Agawam can spend this kind of 
money in a time when taxpayers are demanding tax 
decreases and less government spending." 

Shaughnessy, a strong supporter of the mayoral 
charter which will appear on the November 3 ballot, 
also pointed to the sewer problems experienced by 
residents of precinct 2 as another example where the 
town administration and council are using "politics" 
to address a problem rather than meet it "head-on 
with a business approach." 

"This problem has been building for years and it 
was the many mistakes at town hall which created it 
and now the council and administration, only after 
being pressured by irate residents, are addressing the 
problem." 

Shaughnessy pledged to be available at all times for 
residents of Precinct 3 and said he would watch-dog 
their interests at all times. 

"I would also like to stress that as a councilman I 
would look at the community as a whole, not as 
being broken into six precincts where politics and ad- 
ministrative carelessness are hurting the 
community."

A few weeks ago I wrote that I would like pumpkin 
recipes. The response was great, and I will print as 
many as I can between now and Christmas as they 
will make terrific holiday desserts. 

My first is a favorite of Kathy Rosendale. 
PUMPKIN COOKIES 
/ C. butter or marg. 

1 C. sugar 

° 1 C. cooked pumpkin, mashed 

1 cup canned pumpkin may be used 
1 egg 

1 Tsp. vanilla 

2 C. sifted flour 

1 Tsp. baking powder 
Vz Tsp. baking soda 
Vz Tsp. salt 
Vz Tsp. cinnamon 
Vz Tsp. nutmeg 

Preheat oven to 350° Cream butter and sugar 
together, add and mix well mashed pumpkin, egg and 
vanilla. Sift together flour, powder, soda, salt, cin¬ 
namon, and nutmeg. Add to above mixture and mix 
well. Drop a teaspoonful of cookie mix on a greased 
cookie sheet and bake in a pre-heated oven 350° ten to 
fifteen minutes. Optional: one cup chopped nuts or 
'raisins may be added to mixture before baking. 

This next recipe is my daughter Andrea's dessert 
that she likes to serve at her dinner parties for her 
girlfriends at her Christmas get-togethers. It is very 
simple and the main ingredient in it is Bisquick. 
VELVET PUMPKIN CAKE 

1 Vz C. Bisquick 
Vz C. sugar 

3 A C. cooked pumpkin, mashed 

% cup canned pumpkin may be used 

2 T^>sp. shortening 

1 Tsp. vanilla 

2 C. chopped nuts 
Vz Tsp. cinnamon 

Blend all ingredients in a large bowl on low speed 
half minute, scraping bowl often. Beat for four 
minutes on medium speed. Pour into greased and 
floured square pan 8X8X2 or round layer pan 
9X9X1 Vz. Bake at 350° for 25 to 30 minutes or until 
cake tests done. Serve warm with whipped topping or 
cool and sprinkle with confectioners sugar.

The Reading 
Room

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Instead of reviewing a certain book this week, I 
want to bring the question of censorship to your atten¬ 
tion. If I were to tell you, in this column, I absolutely 
forbid you to read a specific book because I feel it is 
not in good taste or has questionable material in it, 
you would probably tell me to buzz off. Obviously, I 
do not have the right to tell what you can and cannot 
read, but there are people out there making those 
decisions for you. There are groups out there and cer¬ 
tain individuals who take it upon themselves to pass 
judgement on what goes on library shelves, into our 
schools and into book stores. 

<Now I am not talking about here in Agawam 
Specifically, but around the country where censorship 
is being arbitrarily ^done. I attended a writers' con¬ 
ference last weekend where Jean Fritz, who has writ¬ 
ten numerous historical biographies for children, 
spoke to the group. Jean Fritz' book about Paul 
Revere was selected to be used in a school textbook, 
but a problem presented itself. 

Jean Fritz spends many years 6n research, and one 
of the items she had checked was a journal kept by 
Paul Revere in which he had, apparently as he had in 
all his journals, left the back page to doodle on. Im¬ 
agine, the man doodled. Here is something kids can 
relate to as we all doodle at times. But a group of 
mothers did not want that included in the text, but 
fortunately they were overruled. As they left this 
decision-making meeting on the subject, one of them 
was heard to say, "Well, I'll never believe Paul 
Revere doodled!'' One has to wonder about the 
education her child is receiving at home. 

And then there is a Texas sheriff who takes it upon 
himself to decide what goes into the town's library 
and schools. When questioned about one particular 
book he was banning, he made out a list of the words 
he found objectionable. One of these words was 

chittlings.” An example of the intelligence making 
our choices for us! 

There are groups who want to remove from schools 
any books that use the words ghost, devil, and witch. 
Fine, but a lot of kids will miss Halloween stories and 
mysteries. Another group, because of religious 
beliefs, wants all books that mention dinosaurs 
removed from libraries and schools. I wonder what 
they intend to do about dinosaur bones in museums 
across the country. 

Well, I guess by now you8get the picture. No one 
has the right to pick one's reading material for him 
nor for his children. While these groups are a minori¬ 
ty. they hold a powerful weapon and that is the ma¬ 
jority's silence and inaction. I, myself, don't feel we 
can afford to lise such things as Shakesoeare, who cer- -

With the arrival of fall, many houseplants grow at a 
slower pace. Coffee plants and false aralias both slow 
down considerably in response to the weaker 
sunlight. Flame violets will stop flowering in the early 
fall, at which ppoint they should be cut back and the 
stem tips rooted fora new generation of plants. They 
will all come back into flower in the early spring. 
Shrimp plants and geraniums, both of which are ever- 
blooming in a greenhouse, are likely to stop produc¬ 
ing flowers with the coming of cooler, dimmer mon¬ 
ths. 

On the other hand, some plants come into their own 
in the fall. Spider plants will produce most of their 
runners as the days become shorter. Chrysan¬ 
themums come into bloom normally at this' time of 
the year, and camellias send out the first of their ex¬ 
quisite flowers. 

October is often chilly enough to require turning on 
the house heat. Remember that this dries out the soil 
and the air. Make sure that your plants are adequately 
moistened and try to make up for the lost humidity by 
————— misting around the plants with an atomizer and by 
setting plants on a tray of pebbles and water. Group¬ 
ing houseplants together helps create a humid at¬ 
mosphere, too, and is far healthier than isolating 
^plants off by themselves.

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Stamp Collecting 
Old Hobby In U.S. 

One of the single most important improvements in 
the history of the Postal Service in America occurred 
in 1847 when adhesive stamps were adopted for use 
as prepayment of postage. 

Prior to thai time, letters accepted by postmasters 
for dispatch were marked "Paid" by means of pen 
and ink or hand stamps of various design. Such letters 
usually contained the town postmark and the mailing 
date. 

Some postmasters, in order to facilitate the handling 
of mail, provided special stamps or other devices for 
use on letters as evidence of the prepayment of 
postage. These local stamps became known as 
"Postmasters Provisionals." 

On January 1, 1856, the use of adhesive stamps 
issued by the government became mandatory, and it 
wasn't long afterward that the hobby of stamp collec¬ 
ting began. 

America's first adhesive stamps, issued on July 1, 
1847, featured a portrait of Benjamin Franklin on a 
five-center and one of George Washington on a 
10-cent stamp. Since those first two postage stamps 
were issued, Franklin and Washington have appeared 
on more U.S. stamps than any other persons. 

Issues bearing the likeness of these two prominent 
Americans can be found in most stamp collections. 
Today, there are more than 22 million stamp collec¬ 
tors in the United States alone.

The first stamp exhibition was held in 1852 in 
Brussels, according to some philatelic sources. This 
one-man show was arranged by Phillippe Vander- 
maalen, a Belgian geographer.

Dunn Criticizes Generalizations 

To The Editor: 

The debate goes on with regard to the future form 
of government we shall have in Agawam. It is too bad 
that opponents to the Manager Plan we have are using 
so many generalizations in their attack and fail quite 
often to use specific facts. 

For example, with regard to expenses and the 
budget, one cannot blame the Town Manager for 
spending on his own. He lives within the appropria¬ 
tions limit established by the Council. He can't go out 
on his own and spend indiscriminately. 

Now let's have a few indisputable facts: There are 
2409 council-manager cities in America and it is the 
most popular form of government in the nation. 563 
other cities and 70 counties use professional manage¬ 
ment in their overall operations. 54% of cities of over 
25,000 population are using the Manager Plan. This 
plan is adopted once a week by a city or a county and 
since 1945, 61 adoptions of this plan have taken place 
across America every year. 
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The first major city to adopt the Manager Plan was 
Dayton, Ohio, and it did so in 1914. Other major cities 
that are manager cities are San Diego, Dallas. Cincin¬ 
nati, Kansas City, Rochester, New York. Toledo, 
Ohio, my native city, has had the plan since 1937. 
Dade County, Florida, with a population of nearly 
1,5000,000, is the largest jurisdiction in the country 
using this plan. 

The drift in American cities as a whole is toward 
this manager form of government. If we want to im¬ 
prove what we have, let's elect a council that has 
capabilities and will responsibly act in all situations. 
But let's not be like the opposition. They are presently 
straining at gnats and swallowing camels.

With the ever-increasing cost of a college education 
and the likelihood of fewer government dollars for 
loan and grant programs, students should begin to in¬ 
vestigate other sources of financial assistance. One 
source which is too often overlooked is ROTC 
scholarships. 

ROTC scholarships are awarded by the armed ser¬ 
vices, specifically the Army, Air Force, and Navy. 
They are given on a competitive basis and pay for tui¬ 
tion, books, fees and other educational expenses. 
They also pay the student $100 a month during each 
academic year the award is in effect. 

The Guidance Office has materials that explain the 
benefits and the obligations of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force ROTC scholarship programs. 

Deadline dates for receiving completed applications 
are Army and Navy, December 1st, and Air Force, 
January 15th. Students must take either the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test or the American College Testing in 
order to compete for a scholarship. Students may app¬ 
ly to all three services if they wish.

Also honored was Harriet Tubman, conductor of 
the famed Underground Railway by which many 
slaves escaped to freedom prior to the Civil War. 

Clara Maass, Mary Ludwig Hays McCauley (Molly 
Pitcher), Frances Perkins, Helen Keller, Anne 
Sullivan, and other prominent American women have 
taken their place in recent years in the postal service 1 s 
philatelic "Hall of Fame."

The Agawam Football Brownies did a number on 
the Cathedral Panthers at Springfield College last 
Saturday in the locals most one-sided victory of the 
fall. 

With the Brownies at 5-0 and off the launching pad 
with their best start since 1966, the thought process 
must look down the road. 

While the locals have facing them an improved 
Minnechaug Falcon squad this Saturday in 
Wilbraham and no one, including head coach Jack 
Michalak wishes to discount the Falcons who have a 
line football tradition of their own, it appears that 
Agawam will enter the final four games at 6-0.

sincere in their campaign to maintain the present 
form of government." 

"I wonder if Mr. LoMonaco is just afraid to come 
out and meet me in debate because he's not actually 
calling the shots for the KEEP committee. He signed 
an ad getting someone else involved in a debate. He, 
as the chairman of the committee is responsible for 
the debate." 

"This is why I called on Mr. LoMonaco to come out 
in public view and explain to the public why the com¬ 
munity will be better off with the present charter. 
The public has a right to hear this debate between the 
chairmen of the two committees and time is quickly 
running out." 

He added, "It's obvious to the Mayor Action Com¬ 
mittee and to many residents in this community that 
the chairman of the KEEP committee is not the one 
who is deciding what direction their committee is go¬ 
ing in this campaign."

The Legislature, in its wisdom and after six days of 
i debate, has engrossed and sent to the Senate a bill 
| which would redistribute the Local Aid money to the 
j cities and towns for fiscal '82. 

Under the guise of a "fairness doctrine," the bill 
seeks to guarantee at least 30% and no more than 
100% of the individual losses to communities as a 
result of the impact of Proposition 2Vz. 

! The entire thrust used by the proponents was based 
on the theoretical figures pertaining to losses. We 
challenged the figures used and stated that those 
! figures cannot and will not withstand challenge. 
While the main theme applied solely to the distribu- 
j tion of aid this year over and above last year's 
distribution, it deliberately ignored the entire 1.9 
billion dollar aid which was distributed. The lottery 
formula was applied for the 221 million over last year 
and favored suburban and rural communities, mean¬ 
while the older, urban communities fare much better 
under Chapter 70, highway aid, library aid and state- 
owned land. 

| An amendment was added which directs the Com¬ 
mission of Revenue to ascertain the 2Vz losses by 
Novemb 15th and there should be a considerable 
change from those used by the proponents. 

The precedent established is a bad one indeed and 
the frustrations felt by the taxpayers of the Com¬ 
monwealth will be magnified.

Who Will They Poison Next? 


Sir Rowland Hill, an English schoolmaster, was 
staying at an inn in 1837. A postman called with a let¬ 
ter for one of the inn’s maids. Looking at the letter 
and seeing that it was sent collect, the damsel return¬ 
ed it to the postman. "You will just have to destroy 
it," she said. I can't pav the postage." 

Sir Rowland, who overheard the conversation, sym¬ 
pathized with the maid and gallantly paid the charge. 
The postman left. 

"I'm sorry you did that," the maid said. "My 
sweetheart and l have adopted the plan of putting our 
messages on the outside of letters. We read those 
messages and then turn the letter hack: In that way, it 
doesn't cost us anything to exchange messages." * 

The maid's scheme made Sir Rowland think about 
the English Post Office Department and how it 
operated. Hill began examining the postal system 
which was complicated and generally inefficient. 

Many of his observations and proposals were later 
adopted. For example, he proposed that all mail be 
prepaid and that postage stamps be used to indicate 
payment by the sender. 

In 1840, the "Penny Black" stamp appeared in Bri¬ 
tain. The issue, showing the profile of young Queen 
Victoria, became the world's firstr adhesive postage 
stamp. 

Seven years later, the United States adopted 
adhesive stamps for use as prepayment of postage. 
Since that time hundreds of tne tiny collectible items 
have been issued in this country.

In these inflationary 
times, it’s wise to try to 
make things last as long as 
possible, and that even in¬ 
cludes flowers with their ad¬ 
mittedly short lifespan. 

With proper care and 
handling, flowers and the 
pleasure they give will last 
longer than you think, ac¬ 
cording to the F.T.D. Con¬ 
sumer Information Service, 
which has these tips for 
flower lovers. 

Unwrap your flowers im¬ 
mediately. If they’re brought 
to you as a gift, at a party 
you’re hosting for example, 
you might enlist a guest to 
lend a hand. It’s not an 
emergency room situation 
where minutes count, but 
hours certainly do. You will 
want to do the following as 
soon as possible: 

• If the flowers are in 
an arrangement, add tepid 
water to the container. 

• If you have loose flow¬ 
ers, cut each stem on a 
slant with a sharp knife — 
never with a scissors, which 


• Fill the container with 
tepid water — never too hot 
or too cold because you can 
shock the flowers’ systems. 
One F.T.D. florist has said, 
“They have feelings, too!” 
.The tepid water ensures that 
the flowers will drink more 
quickly, a sort of nourish¬ 
ment for getting them out 
of the shock of being cut. 

• If you have a packet 
of commercial preservative, 
use it —it’s better than any 
of the faddish ideas you’ve 
heard of — and costs very 
little.
